EDUCATIONAL PROGRESS 


America prides herself on being 
progressive, On the stage, In the con- 
Btessional lobbies, In the factory, In 
{he home, and even in the school, you 
hear Jt. Throwing aside tho lethargy 
Which held back civillzation for so 
many Years und made it *)eretical to 
SUggosl any new [den or revolutlon- 
ary dovices, tho modern worid Is 
Slcoping Itself In a deep, romantic 
color—calling {taclf progressive. 


And yet tho very thing that leads 
to most of this progress—educatlon— 
ls the worst hangerback, tho slowest 
fo change tho old regime methods, 
tha last to go through {ts own partic- 
war "Industrial revolution” and adopt 
the new guise. 


Educators over the nation complain 
at the backwardness of the United 
Siates to accept the theorles they 
have worked out to better education. 
They pointtoward the district school 
system with Its uneven tax levy and 
its poorly prepared hoard of directors; 
they deprecate the poor equipment 
and few courses availablo in the one 
or two-teacher high schools In small 
communities. Consolidation of dis- 
tricts and transportation of districts 


| would solve the latter problem. Mak- 
Ing the county instead of tho district. 


the unit would be an improvement 
over the other method, which is pre- 
valent. 


Thoso are only à few of the weak- 
nesses of the present-day educational 
systems. There are more: inefficient 
teachers; poor integration hetween 
elomentary, secondary and higher edu- 
cation; politically dependent stato 
officials; decadent, outworn courses 
still incorporated {in curricula, and 
any number of others. 


Much of the difficulty tn affectinz 
changes jn the educational system can 
be traced to inability to ‘“seil the 
change to the pubibs. Thos common 
citizen would rather think that “what 
was good enough for father is good 
enough for me’ and use that as an 
argument spending public 
money to improve the schools.

Using newspaper publicity to help 
show tho public the’ needs and ad- 
vantages of progresslyo cducation is 
one way of.creating Interest and in- 
forming the taxpayers. Such methods 
are in use to a greater extent in the 
east, but are slowly—with the char- 
acteristic slowness of most education- 
al reform—coming westward.

Cieorge Barrove, perhaps tho great- 
est ving flutist, embodled a pertin- 
ent comparison of British and Amerl- 
can broadcasting conditions in a re- 
cent interview in Musical America.

Farther on, he laments tho fact that 
un artist here must submit his pro- 
gram “to a typowriting company for 
final approyal"; that tho programs 
aro interspersed with advertisements 
of the sponsoring (lrms, 

To Illustrate Mr. Barrere's point 
night ho mentioned some of tho re- 
cent achievements of the British 
National Broadcasting company. For 
its programs, schanberg, Hindemith, 
and Bartok, three of the grentest liv- 
ing composers, were brought to WBng- 
land for the flyst time; the Queen's
